Government may also 
fix bonus for agents/ sellers in respect of prize winning tickets and may provide for a lucky 
draw for agents. The total commission involved in the shape of bonus and prizes of the lucky 

draw shall not exceed of the per cent of the commission on the total sale of the tickets in a 
Draw . " 


(iii ) The following shall be substituted for the existing Rule 9 : 


" Additional Commission may be allowed to agents at such rates as may be fixed by Government from 
draw to draw .”

AWARD 


Shri Kersri Lal was in the service of M /s Usha Rectifier Corporation (India ) Ltd ; Faridabad . His 
services were tenminated and this gave rise to an industrial dispute . Accordingly the Governor of Haryana 
in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (d ) of sub - section (1) of section 10 of the Industrial Disputes 
Act, 1947 , referred the following dispute to this Tribunal. for adjudication ,- vide Gazette Notification 
No. ID / FD / 302 - D /27900 , dated 13th October, 1969. 


Whether the termination of services of Shri Kersri Lal was justified and in 

order. If not to what relief is he entitled ? 


On receipt of the reference usual notices were issued to the parties in response to which a statement of 
claim was filed on behalf of the workman and the management filed their written statement. It was 
pleased on behalf of the workman that h s services were terminated on 26th May , 1969 without giving him 
any notice or reason and therefore the termination of his services was not justified . On behalf of the 
management it was pleaded that the reference has become infectious because the workmın has since received 
Rs. 111.49 in full and final settlement of his claim and is no longer interested in his re nstatement. The 
original receipt marked Ex. M. 1 given by the workman has been filed . The representa !ive of the 
workman denied the receipt of the amount but he was not in a position to admit or deny the correctness of 
the receip . Accordingly the workman was directed to appear in person but he did not do so . 


The statement of Shri Prem Dutt Jaswal, Adminis:rative Assistant of the respondent concerti has 
been recorded . He has stated that a sum of Rs. 111.49 paisa were paid in his presence to the workman 
in full and final settlement of his claim on 19th August, 1969 and the receipt Ex . M. I was signed 
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by him and was duly witnessed by his brother and in viher workman Shri M.S Chaudhary . The represen 
tative of the workman was present when the vialement of the Administrative Assistant was recorded and he 
was given an opportunity to cross examine the Administrative Assistant but he did not wish to put any 
question in cross -examination . 


lo cine the workman could not come in person he wuld have wt- least sent instructions to his 
representative as whether he had in fact give:t iny receipt or not. It was alleged that the workman did not 
attend on account of the illnesc of his mother . No Medical certificate has been filed to prove the alleged 
illness . In my opinion there was no justification for the non -attendance of the workman . There is also no 
season to dis- believe the statement of Shri Prem Dutt Jashal, Administrative Assistant that the workman had 
received Rs . 111.49 puisi in full and final seulement and has given the roceipt Ex . M. 1. It does not 
appear that the workman is interested in his reinstatement. I give my ward accordingly, No. order as to cost.
